One will 
nearly always see a list of pi ices for 
lodging hung iu the neighborhood of 
the kitchen. 


As you ride by a *otel on a hot day it 


looks very inviting. 
If the house be a 


large oue, vou will see room after room 
stretching backward. 
In the center of 


tbe house is an open court, in which is 
a Japanese garden, such as no one else 
can make. Rockeries 
of 
old 
and 


curiously shaped rocks, 
plants and 


flowers artistically arranged, and some- 
times a little pond with goldfish. 
Tho 


parlor is the back room of the house. 
There is really very little difference in 
rooms, as none of them have oue solitary 
piece of 
furniture. 
The 
wood-work 


of a parlor is sometimes verv pretty, 
and there are picture's, with sometimes 
a poem written in large characters on 
silk, hanging on the 
walls. These 


rooms are generally scrupulously clean. 
The floors of all Japanese houses are 
covered with thick straw mats. On 
entering a hotel (or any house), vour 
shoes must come off. A Japanese never 
wears anything heavier than a stocking 
while in the house. 
Wherever there 


is any wood-work iu the floor, it is kept 
highly polished, as are also the ve- 
randas, which are an imli.-pensable ac- 
companiment to a hotelj as it is by 
them that the various rooms are reached. 
The wood is so smooth that it will show 
a scratch, or the mark made by a nail 
in a shoe, as easily as a polished table 
would do t-o. 


On arriving at a hotel you arc shown 


to a room, and a girl waiter immediately 
brings tea and "cake. The Japanese 
custom is to give a little present of 
money at this time: a greater or less 
sum, according to the amount ol atten- 
tion you may demand. 


The prices of lodging are generally 


fixed at stated sums for lir.sl, second and 
third class lodgeis. This price iuclude- 
suppcr, breakfast anil lodging. 
Guests 


do not remain in a hotel during thedav, 
exceptiii"; at the summer or health re- 
sorts, lij eight o'clock in the nSrorniiig 
the hotel is empty. 
Meals are invaria- 


bly served in the'dilVerent rooms. This 
requires a large number of wuit*u«'- 
girls. 


Food is served on small low tables, 


just raised from the floor. The price of 
lirst-closs lodging (with meals) is about 
thirty-five cents. That is to. Japanese. 
Foreigners are charged for room rent 
and for all the food served. Last July 
I pul up at a hotel over night. My 
Japanese teacher w;us with me. He had 
one parlor and I had another. Our 
load, rooms, bedding were precisely 
alike. He was charged forty-live sen 


f for lodging- aud room; I w«s charged 
j fiftv -en for room only, and in addition 
' for even separate item of food. I re- 


fu.-ed to pay my bill, but finally was 
obliged to pay it, or I should have made 
myself a great deal of trouble. 
Most 


hotels prefer'not to take foreigners at 
any price. 
Of course, where we aro 


served with chairs, table and a bed, we 
are willing to pay extra for them. But 
y«u seldom find these articles except on 
the main roads of travel. One must be 
tired in order to sleep ou the floor, 
hing on one thick blanket, with another 
similar one for a cover. 


There is no possible way to fasten the 


room at night. There are nodoors like 
our doors. The division between rooms, 
»t. well us between the room and the 
outer veranda, is nothing but paper; 
paper-sliding doors, which can be lifte.d 
out of their grooves with the greatest of 
(asc, convoriiiiy; the house into one 
largo room. 
1 have slept (") for a 


niimlicr of nights in a room, all four 
sides of which could be taken away iu 
live minutes' time, and which, ot cou'rse, 
could be- opened by any one. Strange 
as it may seem, there is very seldom 
nnvthing like robbery. 
Things must be 


left about the room, as one cannot put 
all his possessions under the pillow.— 
Motion Transcript.

Bow Thermometers are Made. 


On« entering the structure linds him- 


self in a room full of sheet tin, sheet 
brass and long brass tubes of various 
calibres 
By a stairway thesecond floor 


was reached, and here are found many 
boys sitting at a projecting ledge, or 
bench, which partially surrounds the 
room in front of the windows. Each 
boy has a jet of gas lighted before bun,

If the egg of the 
insect is deposited in wheat in the 
fall they render it less able to with- 
stand the severity of the winter, while 
its attacks In the spring are compar- 
atively harmless—as the fertility of 
our soil soon puts the wheat virtually 
oat of their reach so far as injury to 
ihe stalk is concerned. His hints are
